Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  Fortieth  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health,  Sanitary  Circumstances,  Sanitary  Administra¬ 
tion,  and  Vital  Statistics  of  the  Rural  District  of  Poole  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1925. 

Physical  Features. — The  District  is  situated  in  the  south¬ 
eastern  limits  of  the  County  of  Dorset.  It  is  bounded  by  the 
Wareham  Rural  District,  the  Wimborne  and  Cranborne  Rural 
District  and  by  the  County  Borough  of  Bournemouth  and  the 
Borough  of  Poole.  Part  of  its  boundary  is  on  the  northern  shore  of 
Poole  Harbour.  The  District  is  situated  on  Bagshot  beds  of  the 
Eocene  period,  whilst  some  of  the  most  fertile  places  rest  upon 
alluvium,  the  ground  water  being  very  near  the  surface.  The  soil 
is  mostly  of  a  gravelly  nature  with  outcrops  of  clay  of  varying  thick¬ 
ness  as  at  Creekmoor,  some  parts  of  Broadstone  and  Lytchett 
Matravers.  Parts  are  hilly  with  fine  views  over  Poole  Harbour  and 
Purbeck  Hills,  specially  at  Lytchett  Matravers  and  Broadstone. 
The  Kinson,  Ensbury  Park  and  Wallis  Down  Areas  are  compara¬ 
tively  level  and  low  lying. 

Area. — This  is  17,362  acres  and  is  made  up  of  the  following 
parishes  : —  ackes.

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The  estimated  Population  at  the  middle  of  1925  was  8,272, 
or  896  more  than  at  the  census  year.  This  increase  is  mainly  in 
the  Kinson  Area. 

The  density  of  the  population  varies  from  over  12  per  10 
acres  in  Kinson  to  two  per  10  acres  in  Lytchett  Matravers  ;  in  the 
other  two  parishes  it  is  about  three  each. 

Number*  of  Inhabited  Houses. — This  was  1,674  in  1921 
and  the  number  of  private  families  1,766.  This  gives  an  average  of 
nearly  4  2  per  family. 

There  was  a  great  increase  in  the  number  of  houses  in  the 
Kinson  District  during  1925. 

Rateable  Value. — This  was  £44,467  an  increase  of  £4,728 
in  one  year.

Natural  and  Social  Conditions  of  the 

Area. 

Climate. — Usually  characterised  as  having  an  abundance  of 
sunshine  and  small  rainfall,  the  District  had  another  cold  damp  and 
sunless  year.  Gardens  and  vegetable  growing  were  poor  owing  to 
lack  of  sunshine.  The  absence  of  this  causes  depression  and 
lassitude. 

Winds  were  prevalent,  strong  at  times  mostly  Easterly  and 
South-Westerly  and  cold. 

Rain  storms  and  floods  in  the  Autumn  did  much  damage  to 
the  roads,  specially  round  Ensbury  Park  way,  causing  stagnant 
pools  which  became  foetid  at  times. 
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Chief  Occupations. — Chiefly  building  in  the  more 
populous  parts — also  many  clerks  and  artisans  live  near  the 
boundary  at  Ensbury  Park. 

Agricultural  work  is  chiefly  carried  on  in  Canford,  the 
Lytchett  Parishes  and  round  Kinson  Village. 

Broadstone  is  a  great  golfing  centre  and  the  inhabitants  are 
largely  of  the  residential  and  retired  class.  It  has  now  much 
improved  roads,  capital  system  of  sewerage  and  a  good  and  constant 
water  supply  from  the  Poole  Corporation.  The  latter  is  much 
improved  by  softening,  and  no  complaints  are  now  heard  of  its 
quality.

This  is  32  over  1924.  The  illegitimate  births  were  10 — two 
males  and  eight  females. 

Birth  Rate. — This  was  22-3  per  thousand  of  the  estimated 
population  to  middle  of  1925,  and  was  four  above  the  average  for 
England  and  Wales  which  was  18'3. 

Death  Rate.— The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the 
year  was  84 — 51  males  and  33  females. 

The  death  rate  being  10T  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
population. 

This  is  our  lowest  record. 

Infantile  Death  Rate. — This  is  estimated  on  per  1,000 
births  and  confined  to  infants  under  one  year. 

Nine  deaths  occured — six  males  and  three  females  giving  the 
infantile  death  rate  of  48*6,  a  rate  higher  than  last  year  but  much 
lower  than  England  and  Wales  which  was  75.

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The  only  comment  here  is,  the  large  number  of  deaths  from 
Heart  Disease  and  its  ally  Cerebral  Haemorrhage — these  cause  26 
out  of  84,  being  31  per  cent.

Scarlet  Fever. — All  were  mild  cases,  in  fact  so  mild  as  to 
be  running  about  and  one  or  two  were  peeling.  This  diminished 
severity  of  the  disease  increased  the  difficulty  of  prevention  of 
spreading.  Two  cases  were  kept  at  home  and  treated  by  the  Milne 
Method. 

The  three  cases  of  Encephalitis  Lethargica  w7ere  all  treated 
privately  at  home— two  died  and  one  really  belonged  to  a  neigh¬ 
bouring  authority. 

Chicken  Pox  and  Influenza  prevailed  in  the  District  in  the 
year  causing  closing  of  Schools. 

Tuberculosis. — Ten  cases  were  notified  during  1925,  six 
males  and  four  females.  This  is  two  more  than  in  1924.  The 
Authority  for  prevention  and  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  is  the 
County  Council  and  the  chief  Dispensary  is  the  County  Dispensary, 
King  Street,  Poole.  In  addition  to  the  Medical  Officers,  Nurses  are 
also  employed  to  visit  the  homes  of  the  patients,  this  is  a  good  work 
as  it  ensures  cleanliness,  ventilation  and  careful  preparation  of  food. 
One  case  under  the  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925, 
occurred,  a  man  who  worked  in  the  milk  trade  was  given  other 
work  till  it  was  considered  fit  for  him  to  return.  The  employer  gave 
every  assistance  in  helping  to  carry  out  the  Regulations. 

Disinfections. — Premises  in  which  Notifiable  Diseases  have 
occurred  have  all  been  disinfected  by  formalin  gas  and  sprays 
immediately  after  the  removal  of  the  patient  to  the  Hospital  or  on 
the  convalescence  of  the  patient.  Disinfection  is  also  done  for 
Tuberculosis  and  Cancer  Cases. 
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Roads  and  Dust. — There  are  about  83  miles  of  important 
roads  in  the  District.  The  Main  Roads  belonging  to  the  County 
Council  were  all  kept  in  a  good  state  of  repair  and  the  surfaces 
tarred  so  that  practically  there  was  no  dust.  The  District  Roads 
and  many  of  the  others  were  very  bad  in  several  places,  specially 
round  Ensbury  Park  District.  This  was  due  to  the  greatly 
increased  traffic  and  the  use  of  heavy  motor  vehicles  which  cut  up 
their  surfaces  deeply  and  make  such  deep  ruts  as  to  render  them 
almost  impassable.  This  state  of  affairs  is  due  to  the  size  and 
weight  of  the  motors  carrying  one  up  to  five  tons  loads  and  charging 
down  the  roads  at  10  or  12  miles  an  hour,  tearing  up  the  surface, 
and  making  huge  pot  holes,  which,  during  the  hot  weather  when 
filled  with  black  mud,  create  terrible  smells  and  splash  the  mud 
about  everywhere.  Looking  back  on  the  past  five  years  and  the 
great  multiplication  of  motor  transport  of  every  kind,  the  creation 
of  a  solid  crust  is  the  primary  duty  of  all  our  new  road  makers. 
Once  more,  whatever,  the  class  and  kind  of  vehicle  may  be  used, 
even  the  motor  omnibus  traffic,  the  roads  have  got  to  accommodate 
the  traffic,  not  the  traffic  constrained  to  suit  the  roads. 

The  Dust  nuisance  was  not  much  in  evidence  during  the 
year  and  the  use  of  tar  spraying  on  the  County  Council  roads  was 
most  beneficial  in  this  respect. 

The  evil  effects  of  dust  on  our  roadside  houses  and  cottages 
lead  to  ugliness  as  well  as  a  lowering  of  vitality,  headache  and 
weakening  of  eyesight. 

Hospital  Accommodation.— This  is  provided  by  the 
Poole  Borough  Council,  under  special  agreement,  and  is  quite 
ample  for  all  our  needs  including  Small  Pox. 

Any  other  cases  of  illness  or  accident  other  than  Infectious 
Diseases  are  well  provided  for  by  the  Hospitals  at  Poole  and 
Bournemouth,  and  the  Longfleet  Gardens  Poole  Infirmary. 

Laboratory  Work. — Arrangements  are  made  for  all  kinds 
of  work  either  at  the  Poole  Municipal  Laboratory  or  the  Clinical 
Research  Laboratory  in  London  for  Examinations,  and  the  Council 
issue  Diphtheria  Swabs,  Antitoxin  and  Vaccines  as  required. 

Many  examinations  were  made  during  the  year  including 
three  of  drinking  water,  and  any  action  required  to  be  taken  was 
done. 


Sanitary  Administration.— This  consists  of  two  Officials 
— The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector  who  is 
also  the  Building  Inspector  under  the  various  Housing  Acts.  Both 
Officials  have  diplomas  or  qualifications  for  their  respective  offices 
and  both  make  reports  to  the  Monthly  Meetings  of  the  District 
Council  and  both  attend  the  same. 
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Nursing  Arrangements. — General  Nursing  is  provided  by 
various  local  bodies  and  works  fairly  well.  Maternity  Nursing  is 
done  by  qualified  nurses  at  Wallis  Down,  Kinson  and  Lytchett 
Minster — this  works  well;  also,  nurses  come  in  for  a  few  cases  from 
surrounding  districts  of  Bournemouth  and  Poole.  The  County 
Council  is  the  supervising  Authority  under  the  Midwives’  Acts  and 
also  carry  out  the  duties  imposed  by  Ministry  of  Health  under  the 
Early  Notification  of  Births  Acts  and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Schemes, 

Food. 

Milk  Supply. — This  is  good,  plentiful,  and  of  excellent 
quality.  Some  of  the  milkers  (especially  the  young  ones)  cannot 
see  the  great  need  of  being  careful  as  to  cleanliness,  proper  washing 
of  hands  and  the  toilet  of  the  cow,  but  this  type  is  certainly  getting 
scarcer. 

Under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  which  are 
administered  by  the  County  Council  Officials,  Nine  Samples  were 
taken — Two  of  Pearl  Barley,  two  of  Jam,  one  each  of  Coffee,  Self- 
raising  Flour,  Jelly,  Potted  Meat  and  Milk.  This  last  was 
adulterated  and  the  Vendor  cautioned. 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water5  Supply. — This  was  satisfactory  during  the  year  and 
no  complaints.  The  Bournemouth  Gas  &  Water  Co.  and  the  Poole 
Corporation  both  delivered  a  good  and  constant  supply.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  a  new7  supply  from  the  Poole  Corporation  was  put 
on  to  Corbin’s  Farm  and  several  adjoining  cottages,  a  great 
improvement  to  a  low  lying  district. 

Rivers  and  Streams. — These  were  clear  and  kept  running 
during  the  year. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — At  Broadstone,  the  sewerage 
gives  great  satisfaction.  The  affluent  is  clear,  free  from  smell  and 
quite  sparkling. 

During  the  year  it  had  to  be  extended  on  one  road  owing  to 
building  operations.  At  no  distant  date  an  additional  sparkler  will 
be  required. 

In  the  Ensbury  Park  and  Wallis  Down  Areas  the  state  of 
affairs  is  not  satisfactory — in  fact  in  and  around  Columbia  Eoad  and 
Kingswell  Eoad,  the  Cesspools  are  constantly  overflowing  and 
constituting  a  very  serious  business.  The  emptying  of  the  latter  is 
very  unsatisfactory  and  the  cause  of  many  complaints.  These 
cesspools  are  small  and  fill  rapidly,  the  price  of  emptying  being 
almost  prohibitive  amongst  the  poorer  houses.  The  only  remedy 
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for  such  a  state  of  affairs  is  sewerage  and  must  be  at  an  early  date. 
It  will  be  very  costly. 

As  the  cesspools  are  rapidly  increasing  in  number,  the 
disposal  of  the  contents  becomes  a  serious  matter.  The  disgusting 
state  of  the  cesspools  and  more  particularly  the  so  called  roads 
have  been  commented  on  several  times  during  the  year  and  at  last 
there  are  some  hopes  of  an  improvement. 

In  other  parts  of  the  District  only  a  few  complaints  were 
made  and  all  received  attention. 

Scavenging — At  Broadstone  and  Canford  Magna  the 
Council’s  Contractor  does  the  work,  and  the  refuse  is  burned  in  a 
small  incinerator. 

In  Ensbury  Park  and  Wallis  Down  the  scavenging  is  not 
satisfactory.  Plenty  of  paper  is  blown  about  and  causes  much 
annoyance.  In  consequence  of  neglect  here,  several  dirty  back 
premises  became  excellent  breeding  places  for  hies  which  cause 
summer  Diarrhoea  and  other  dangers  to  young  children. 

Unemployment  and  Relief*

Factory  and  Workshops  Acts. — The  Bakehouses  have 
been  duly  inspected  twice  yearly  and  lime  washing  done  as 
required  under  the  above  Acts.  They  were  all  kept  fairly  well  but 
two  or  three  minor  defects  required  attention,  such  as  a  blocked 
drain  and  a  bad  floor.  Air.  Seymour  saw  this  was  properly  done.

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  ending  31st  December,  1925. 

N  uisances. —Very  few  complaints  of  nuisances  have  been 
received  during  the  year.  They  have  consisted  chiefly  of  pig¬ 
keeping  and  overflowing  cesspools  in  the  Ensbury  Park  Area. 

Now  that  this  part  of  the  district  is  become  of  an  urban 
character  pig-keeping,  especially  on  a  large  scale  is  bound  to  lead 
to  complaints,  not  only  from  the  smell  arising  from  the  sties  but 
also  from  the  boiling  of  food. 

The  adoption  of  Bye-laws  to  regulate  pig-keeping  would  be 
of  great  assistance  in  dealing  with  the  matter. 

The  problem  of  cesspools  in  this  part  of  the  district  is 
growing  very  much  more  acute  yearly  as  they  increase  by  hundreds 
as  the  district  grows  and  they  are  nearly  all  on  small  plots  of  land 
where  the  tenant  has  great  difficulty  in  keeping  them  emptied 
without  causing  a  nuisance  to  his  neighbours. 

Many  of  the  cesspools  are  now  being  emptied  under  the 
arrangement  of  the  Council  with  a  Contractor  in  the  District. 

Infectious  Diseases.— After  notification  of  any  infectious 
disease  the  premises  are  disinfected  and  an  inspection  of  the 
property  made  to  ascertain  the  existence  of  any  defects,  which,  if 
existent,  are  ordered  to  be  rectified. 

The  disinfection  is  carried  out  by  Formalin  Fumigation 
and  Spray. 

Schools  are  disinfected  where  considered  necessary  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Twenty-seven  premises  were  disinfected  during  the  year 
including  one  school. 

Water  Supply.— The  water  supply  is  generally  good, 
being  obtained  chiefly  from  the  public  supplies  of  the  Pooie 
Corporation  and  the  Bournemouth  Gas  &  Water  Co.  The  Parish 
of  Lytchett  Matravers  and  parts  of  Lytchett  Minster  have  no  public 
supply  and  water  is  obtained  from  wells  which  are  generally 
satisfactory. 
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The  Village  of  Canford  has  an  Estate  supply  which  is 
adequate  and  of  good  quality. 

Scavenging  and  Cleansing  of  Cesspools. — In  the 

Parish  of  Canford  Magna,  earth  closets  and  Cesspools  are  emptied 
by  the  Council  where  there  is  no  sewer  to  which  the  premises  can 
be  connected  up. 

House  Refuse  is  also  collected  in  the  Broadstone  Area. 
This  has  up  to  the  present  been  tipped  in  various  places  in  the 
district  but  owing  to  complaints  the  Council  have  erected  an 
Incinerator  near  Darby’s  the  Corner  for  its  destruction.  A  road¬ 
way  has  gradually  been  made  to  the  site  of  the  Incinerator  from 
the  main  road  by  tipping  there  and  the  Incinerator  will  be  in 
working  order  this  summer.  This  method  of  destruction  is  very 
much  more  sanitary  than  the  ordinary  tip  which  harbours  rats 
and  flies. 

In  the  Parish  of  Kinson  the  Council  have  provided  a 
Contractor  with  a  Merryweather’s  Cesspool  Exhauster  and  other 
apparatus  for  the  emptying  of  cesspools  which  is  carried  out  by 
the  Contractor  on  application  from  tenants  for  a  small  payment. 

There  is  no  system  of  collecting  house  refuse  in  this  Parish, 
the  matter  being  buried  in  the  gardens.  It  will  be  necessary  for 
a  system  to  be  soon  started  as  the  growth  of  the  neighbourhood 
is  so  fast. 

There  is  no  system  of  scavenging  or  cesspool  emptying  in 
the  Parishes  of  Lytchett  Matravers  and  Lytchett  Minster  which 
are  more  rural  in  character. 

Inpection  of  Bakehouses,  Slaughter  Houses,  etc  — 

The  inspection  of  the  above  has  been  carried  out  and  where  defects 
have  been  found,  they  have  been  ordered  to  be  remedied. 

Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act.— Inspections  have 
been  made  under  the  above  Act  and  where  defects  have  been  found 
orders  have  being  given  to  remedy  same. 

The  housing  conditions  of  the  district  are  generally  good, 
the  majority  of  the  district  having  modern  houses  with  up-to-date 
sanitary  arrangements. 

In  the  rural  parts  of  Lytchett  Matravers  and  Lytchett 
Minster  there  are  many  older  buildings  of  the  mud  wall  and  thatch 
order  which  require  constant  attention.  Some  of  these  could  well 
be  condemned  but  for  the  housing  shortage. 
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Subsidy  Houses. — The  following  groups  of  Subsidy 
Houses  have  been  alloted  to  the  Council  up  till  the  end  of  the  year.

This  makes  a  total  of  350  granted  to  the  end  of  the  year  of 
which  258  were  completed. 

Plans. — Plans  for  200  houses,  14  shops  and  public  buildings, 
53  garages,  additions,  alterations,  etc.,  were  approved  during  the 
year. 

The  -work  of  supervising  the  erection  of  these  houses 
increases  year  by  year  and  is  vastly  above  the  number  of  any 
other  Authority,  Borough,  Urban  or  Rural,  in  Dorset  with  the 
single  exception  of  the  Borough  of  Poole.
